Flames Sweeping Through Wrecked 


Completing the Frightful 


Damage 


Tidal Wave twelve Feet High One to Earthquake- 


Heavy Loss of Life Reported-Reports This 


Afternoon are Meagre and Conflicting, 


New York, Aug. 18.—(Bulletin—Eeports regard- 


ing the earthquake at Valparaiso are still meagre and 
conflicting this afternoon.. It is impossible with the in- 
formation at hand, to give any idea as to the extent of 
damage or the loss of life. 


New York, Aug. 18.—The business section of Valpa- 


raiso, Chili, was almost destroyed and the fires follow- 
ing the earthquake are still raging. 
The residential 


section of the city suffered severely. Many lives were 
lost. This news comes today in a brief dispatch re- 
ceived today direct from Valparaiso. The stricken city 
is cut off from communication with other cities of Chili. 
Nothing definite is known as to what happened in other 
places in the earthquake ;;one. The earthquake struck 
the city without a tremor of warning. A mighty jolt 
toppled over many buildings. The city rocked and rows 
of buildings went down and hundreds went 
down to 


death. Many others were left living, but imprisoned in 
the ruins. Fire then broke out in various parts of the 
city. The flames swept through the wrecked buildings 
unchecked. Thousands of homeless fled. The whole pop- 
ulation was panic stilckeiK-s^andslides occurred about 
the city adding to the loss of life. 


HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 


London, Aug. 18.—Heavy loss of life and immense 


damage to property resulted from the earthquake in 
Valparaiso, according to a message from the officers of 
the Pacific Steamship Company in the ruined cit.y. An- 
other business firm has advices from its associates that 
business is being resumed in 
Valparaiso. 


TIDAL WAVE TWELVE FEET HIGH. 


. Honolulu, Aug. 18.—A tidal Avave, 12 feet high, 


swept over a portion of the west coast of the Island of 
Maul last night, and caused great damage. So far as 
learned no lives were lost. It was undoubtedly caused 
by the Chilean earthquake.

Greater Safety For Passengers. 


All main lines of the Burlington rail-

The strangest and most interesting 


park project ever undertaken in tbu 
United States is to be found at Hel- 
ena, Moiit., writes Jobn H. Kaftery in 
tbe Technical 
"World 3iag:izme for 


July, where the citizens are engaged in 
transforming tbe bald slopes of a con- 
ical mountain which towers nearly 
1,400 feet above the city iuto a forest 
park. 


There is no spring, well, brook or 


pond upon the bare sides or rocky 
summits of this singular park, uor will 
it be possible to raise water from tho 
valley for the irrigation of trees, 
shrubs and flowers, yet" the expert for- 
esters of tbe federal bureau who spent 
last summer planning for tbe planting 
of the park are agreed that several va- 
rieties of evei-greeu trees will flourish 
there without water or attendance. 


A spiral footpath has been graded 


from the city to tbe summit of Mount 
Helena, aud there an ornate pavilion 
has been erected upon tbe highest point 
of rock. 1,400 feet above tbe main 
street. In tbe cliffs of the peak there 
are two snacious natural caves, which 
will be te'-iauted by specimens of the 
native bears, lious and other caruivorn 
of these mountains. 


Parks inclosing herds of deer, ante- 


lope, moose, elk and buffalo will be 
added as the present limits of the tract 
are extended upon the desert lauds 
which lie back of- ihe mountain.

Lynching of Davis. 


Columbia, S. C., Aug. 18.—Governor 


Hayward returned from the scene of 
the lynching of Bob Davis near Green- 
wood. When asked for a statement 
concerning the lynching the governor 
said he had nothing to say further 
than that, after a conference with the 
solicitor of Greenwood, he instructed 
that officer to take immediate steps 
to prosecute thp, known members of 
the mob. 
As the sentiment among 


the best citizens of the county as well 
as a number of negroes is in sympa- 
thy with the action of the mob, it is 
hardly probable that the prosecutions 
will amount to anything. 


Negroes of Greenwood county issued 


an address in regard to the lynching 
of Bob Davis. 
It follows in part: 


"We, the negroes of this county, wish 
to say that we are with you and in 
anything so serious as this, you gave 
assistance _in what you think best. 
We can not afford as a race to uphold 
anything that tends to lower our 
Christian or moral standing, and the 
quicker we show that we are ready to 
help trace the rascal to his den, the 
quicker will we have the sympathy of 
jthe white man we are intruded upon.
